SOCIOLOGICAL NOTE 



History of Great Ravages 
on Man Given 



•jPHE Osier Society held its first 
meeting of the year Tuesday 
evening at the Osier Library. Dr. 
H. S. Beckett, former Dean of the 
Medical School, and honourary 
President of the Society, Dr. W. W. 
Francis, Osier Librarian, Dr. F. B. 
Smith, Dr. Conger Williams, Dr. T. 
E. Dencey, and Dr. D. R. Wilson 
of the Osier Society at Oxford Were 
present at this meeting.' 

It was announced that applica- 
tions for membership will be re- 
ceived by the Secretary of the So- 
ciety until the 15th of November. 

The first paper of the evening, 
"Some Epidemics in the History of 
Man," was real by Karl Chiapella. 
This was a historical sketch of six 
great diseases.Bubonic Plague.Small- 
pox, Influenza, Cholera, Typhus and 
Syphilis; the epidemics of these 
and their sociological importance. 
Bubonic Plague, the greatest epi- 
demic of all time, was used as, a. 
text by Mr. Chiapella to show the 
profound cultural impact that pes- 
tilence produced upon the evolution 
of society, especially at the time of 
the great Black Death of the 14th 
and 15th centuries, and the great 
Plague of London in 1665. Among 
its effects were the disintegration 
of the Feudal System, the loss of 
prestige of the church and conse- 
quent Reformation, and the less im- 
mediate effect on the betterment of 
general living conditions. 

Mr. Robert Quinn presented the 
second paper of the evening — 
"Freud," and greatly clarified the 
teachings of that great man whom 
everyone quotes but no one reads. 
This was a biographical essay of 
Sigmund Freud and a history of 
the Psychoanalytic movement for 
which he was responsible Freud 
■was described first as a physiolo- 
gist, then as a neuroanatomist and 
neuro-pathologist before ho finally 
■became the master of^the Psycho- 
Analytic School. A review of his 
studies showed that he was first 
interested in the Central Nervous 
System of Lower Vertebrates, then 
became an authority on the ana- 
tomy of the human brain. Later 
the phenomena of hysteria and 
hysterical anesthesia held his at- 
tention as did hypnosis, and finally 
reached a culmination in the 
promulgation of his theory of 
Neuroses and Sexuality and Dream 
Symbolism, which laid down the 
foundation of Psychoanalysis.

The Flying Club has the use of 
a large workshop in the'Engineer- 
ing Building suitable for both the 
building and repairing of their 
ships. At St. Hubert it has besides 
the use of the field, a private hangar 
in which are kept its three— and 
soon four — excellent gliders. The 
fourth, the latest addition to the 
family, was generously donated by 
Mr. Norman Holland. 

The official presentation of this 
machine will take place on Sunday 
when, it is understood, the officials 
at St. Hubert will suspend all acti- 
vities on the field for three hours 
to accommodate the interesting pro- 
gram in store for the large number 
of spectators expected. 

On the program will be first, a 
icw flights, by spme of the. leading 
members, followed by the formal 
présentation of the new glider by 
Mr. Holland, after which the ma- 
chine will be taken up for the first 
time. 

The club is still open for new 
members; prospective members, 
however, are advised to apply for 
membership as early as possible in 
order to make the, most of the 
autumn flying season. You don't 
need any experience; the club's 
efficient instructors will teach you 
thoroughly, but in a remarkably 
short time, the ups and downs of 
flying.

T^HAT engineers have a social as 
*■ well as a technical role to fulfill 
in modern society was clearly 
brought out by Mr. David Boyd in 
an address to the Montreal section 
of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada entitled "The Engineer as 
a Citizen," delivered last night. Mr. 
Boyd defined engineering as the art 
of constructing and using machin- 
ery. Engineers have faithfully 
carried out these tasks in a purely 
material manner, but have failed 
to influence the social and econo- 
mic consequences which their work 
has brought about. 

The spectacular advances achieved 
in all branches of technological de- 
velopment bears witness to the 
success of their material endeavour, 
whereas the sorry plight of the 
economic and political situation of 
the world illustrates that their 
efforts have not been put to the 
most advantageous social use. This 
is partially due to the fact that 
engineers have restricted their ef- 
forts to technical fields, and have 
left "to others' to 'direct" the - destiny 
of the fruits Qf their accomplish- 
ments. The time is now ripe for 
engineers to rationalize their 
achievements, and to fit them into 
our social structure in order to 
serve the public weal in a better 
fashion. 

REALIZE RESPONSIBILITY. 

This he can achieve only by re- 
alizing his responsibility as a cit- 
izen, as well as that of a technician. 
He must take a greater interest in 
social and political problems and 
progress, for there are few better 
qualified than he who has created 
machinery by which modern world 
economy is conducted, in both the 
literally and figuratively speaking. 
Present conditions make it imper- 
ative that he direct and guide in- 
dustrial progress that it may best 
serve social progress 

Engineers must therefore be ade- 
quately represented in the legisla- 
tion and administration of the coun- 
try. In this connection they will 
serve their country most efficiently 
by adopting the same attitude that 
they adopt in their technical and

WORLD NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



AMERICAN 



Cincinnati — The Protestant Epi- 
scopal Church asked the Presbyteri- 
an Church in the United States to 
join with it in steps to achieve or- 
ganic union. 

The Church, through its triennial 
General Convention, authorized a 
commission to confer with repre- 
sentatives of the Presbyterian 
Church on the draft of a' Concordat. 

While prospects of physical union 
in the near future are considered 
doubtful, proponents of unity hope 
for.- an early agreement on' funda- 
mental principles of doctrine which 
might lead eventually to fulfilment 
of Christ's prayer, "that they all 
may be one." 

Another step toward achievement 
of the long-sought goal of many 
theologians for one world faith was 
taken when the convention en- 
dorsed the proposed council of 
churches and agreed to send dele- 
gates to a preliminary conference in 
Holland, May, 1938. 

Washington.— President Roosevelt 
has taken the risk that in calling 
Congress into special session next 
month he will be embarrassed at a 
delicate time in the conduct of for- 
eign affairs but he has done so de- 
liberately because of what he con- 
siders the overwhelming impor- 
tance of proceeding without delay 
to enact legislation on important 
domestic questions. Any hopes he 
may entertain that Congress will 
refrain from rocking the boat when 



it comes to foreign affairs appear 
doomed to disappointment. 

This was the opinion mosUpre- 
valcnt here today in the light of 
Mr. Roosevelt's treatment on for- 
eign affair in his fireside talk last 
night. 

An equally important interpreta- 
tion given the speech was that it 
contained a clear intimation of the 
line the United States intended to 
follow in the Nine-Power Treaty 
conference on the Sino-Japanese 
war. 



CENTRAL EUROPE 



Rome— Following the example set 
by Germany in publishing a dec- 
laration of non-aggression towards 
Belgium, Italy was expected to pub- 
lish a similar declaration. This 
declaration by Germany followed 
promises of non-aggression by both 
Britain and France, and in the fu- 
ture Belgium, now' that Italy's 
promise has been intimated, can 
stay out of the disputes of the Great 
Powers. This acceptance of Ger- 
many's pledge has come as the 
realization of a cherished dream to 
Belgium who now is in a position 
to pursue an independent policy and 
no longer must be brought into the 
quarrels of other European powers. 

Mussolini is reported to have been 
informed of Hitler's intentions at 
their recent meeting in Berlin and 
it is foreseen that Italy will offi- 
cially confirm her March 13 note' to 
Brussels wherein she declared her 



readiness to guarantee Belgium 
frontiers without a reciprocal pledge. 



LABOUR 



.London— The first by-election 
reverse that the Chamberlain Gov- 
ernment has suffered occurred last 
night when Labour won the seat 
of North Islington in the House 
of Commons. Dr. Leslie Haden 
Guest defeated • the Conservative 
candidate in a straight party fight 
by a sound majority. The last 
time the Government lost a seat 
to Labour was in April when 
Central Wadsworth district was 
won by the Labour candidate. 

Denver— The A.F. of L. decided 
today to ask Congress to keep the 
National Labour Relations Board 
out of their fight with John L. 
Lewis's Committee for Industrial 
Organization. In addition they are 
asking two amendments to the 
Wagner Labour Relations Act, one 
which would prevent the Board 
from stepping into any dispute be- 
tween unions and the other would 
compell the Board to hold its elec- 
tions by crafts in plants where 
more than one craft was employed. 
The delegates also voted to carry 
out a Japanese boycott of manu- 
factured goods. 



FAR EAST 



Tientsin.— The Japanese army 
claimed a spectacular military vic- 
tory yesterday when they trapped 



100,000 Chinese in the flooded Oran 
swampland, but at the same time 
they feat' that they will be unable 
to hold them. Lack of artillery and 
their remoteness from their base 
will .force them to leave a way out 
for their foe. 

Shanghai.— Bitter fighting in the 
Shanghai sector continued today, 
Japanese artillery incessantly 
pounding the Chapei, Kiangwan and 
Lotien sectors north of the Interna- 
tional Settlement but with seeming- 
ly small effect. 

Fierce machine gunning adjacent 
to the international areas caused 
the Royal Ulster Rifles regiment 
temporarily to abandon patrol posts 
on the fringe of the fighting. 

Japanese today declared their 
North China forces were continu- 
ing their drive south along the 
Peiping-Hankow and Tientsin- 
Pukow railways. Earlier Chinese 
dispatches from Tsinan had report- 
ed an inexplicable quiet on the 
North China front. They said the 
Japanese had withdrawn their van- 
guards and halted their advance. 

The Japanese said a. Chinese cav- 
alry detachment of 700 was anni- 
hilated when it was . surrounded 
near Shihchiachuang on the Pei- 
ping-Hunkow line. 

Japan, failing to smash China's 
resistance on the boundaries of the 
International Settlement, ..has in- 
creased her forces here to 200,000 
troops, a Chinese official spokes- 
man declared. 



Professors Play 
Students in Golf 
Matches Today 

Matches Take Pace At 
Ifayal Montreal Golf 
Coarse 



gTARTING at two o'clock 
this afternoon, at the Mol- 
son Stadium, the sixty-fifth 
annual Interfaculty Track meet 
promises to be a wide-open 
affair with many new men tak- 
ing top honours. Although a 
large audience will be on hand, 
only sixty men have officially 
entered the fourteen events on this 
afternoon's programme, but many 
post entries are likely to be re- 
ceived. Many freshmen, who have 
hitherto been too busy or too bash- 
ful to turn out for conditioning 
work, are expected to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to aid 
their faculty in wresting the inter- 
faculty crown from the brow of 
the over-confident Medical students. 
Due to the graduation of many 
seasoned track and field stars high 
honours may fall to comparatively 
unknown men. 

RECORDS MAY TOPPLE. 

Coach Van Wagner yesterday 
stated that he expected-one or more 
records to fall. It usually has been 
done in the past, and, with fine 
crisp weather today, should be done 
again. The events will be run off 
in the usual rapid, efficient manner 
of past years. Many members of 
the staff and stars of yesteryear will 
be on hand to officiate over the 
various events. 

The first events on the pro- 
gramme, scheduled to start at two 
o'clock, are the 100-yard high hur- 
dles, the 880-yard run, the pole 
vault and the discus. Both track 
and field events will be run at the 
same time. In the field events the 
discus will be followed by the jav-. 
elin throw and the shot-put. Heats 
will b'e run off in the 100-yard and 
220-yard dashes, but there will be 
no finals. The winners of the event 
will be declared by their times in 
the heats. The 440-yard event, the 
one-mile and three-mile runs, the 
220-yard low hurdles, the running 
broad jump and high jump round 
out the meet. 

Dr.* Tees is chief referee with 
Dean Brown chief timekeeper. Dr. 
Sullivan is chief of track and field 
events, and Lieutenant-Colonel N. 
B. McLean - is chief judge of the 
weights. 

BOB QUIMBY OUT 

Bob Quimby, outstanding miler 
and three-miler of last year and 
almost certain of a position on the 
team, is out for the rest of the 
season with an infected foot. He 
had been working out steadily for 
several weeks until this' infection 
set in. Not only is his loss a hard 
break for the team, but his jovial 
manner made him very- . popular 
around the Fieldhouse. He will be 
sadly missed. Clarry Frankton will 
be on hand to defend his three-mile 
crown. 

' H. G. Morgan, who holds the in- 
terfaculty record in the discus 
throw, is captain of the track team 
this year. Most of his cohorts in 
Medicine who were the mainstays 
of the team last year have now 
graduated. Munroe Bourne, captain 
of last year's track team and out- 
standing Dominion swimmer, has 
received his degree. At the same 
time, Red Record, star hurdler, and 
Gordie Meiklejohn, record-holder 
in the weights and famous hockey 
player, will be missed; 

Johnny Powell, Frank Giannasio, 
and Dan Doheny are the favourite 
choices in the hundred! yard dash, 
while Mason, from Pennsylvania, 
should place well up in the 220 yard 
dash. Several new men are entered 
in the 440 to try and approach Phil 
Edwards record set in 1934. 

The candidates for honours today 
are from all . over the Continent, 
with Newfoundland, Saskatchewan 
and many parts of the United States 
being represented. Cc/wan and 
Borsman are reputed to be strong

WARM-UP FOR MEET. 

These matches will act as a warm- 
up for ambitious players hoping to 
make the Intercollegiate team, 
which swings into action tomorrow 
and Saturday. Last year Toronto 
proved to be too good by the slim 
margin of 7% to 10. Sweet revenge 
is expected this year with the ad- 
vantage of home grounds. 

Today, however, the contestants 
must first jump through the hoops 
with the professors. Students must 
assume the responsibility of getting 
in touch with their opponents. 
Starting times and transportation 
out to the grounds must be arranged 

between contestants.

The competition is to be a handi- 
cap four-ball match play. Two- 
thirds of the difference in the com- 
bined handicaps are to apply both 
ways, that is, on the best ball and 
aggregate. Fractions of one-third 
are to be disregarded, and the next 
highest number used for fractions 
of two-thirds. Strokes are to be 
taken as and where shown on the 
score card. 

The scoring basis is to be one 
point for low ball and one for the 
aggregate on each hole. For the 
summary; one point is counted for 
the first nine holes, and one for the 
last nine with another point being 
given for the whole eighteen holes. 

As a courtesy to the Royal Mont- 
real Golf Club for so generously 
granting playing privileges for the 
fixture, the contestants are asked to 
replace all divots.

When one finds that his books and 
tots have been conveniently brought home 
by the express company, that he has settled 
his last fraternity bill, and feels like 
betting a hundred to one against the possi- 
bility of getting any supps, he thinks of 
some interesting way to spend time until 
the end of September. If in former years 
he has done prospecting, garage and office 
work and cattleboating, he will want to 
go to sea again, where men arc men and 
brains don't count. But as the Glasgow, 
Cardiff and Bristol cattle freight lines are 
deserted on account of the high U.S.A. 
markets, and since Canadian breeders will 
not sell their steers at a loss directly to 
the Old Country folks just to give the 
McGill boys a chance to see the banks of 
Loch Lomond and talk Spanish in Paris, 
one has to take what he can get and 
postpone the trip to Europe. 

The outcome of a few days' search 
and the use of a bit of pull will be that one 
is signed on as a deckhand on some South 
bound vagabond ship. Father says: Don't 
wire back for money; mother sighs: My 
oh my, again! and the girl friend calls him 
a hero. The departure from Montreal is 
utterly devoid of any shower of paper' 
streamers and the send-off party is some 
acquaintance who reminds one to bring 
him back a definite brand of monkey with 
the money one owes him. The first day 
is usually easy going for a greenhorn, 
especially if that day is a Saturday, be- 
cause the Quebec city pubs are still open 
when the ship gets there, and a dusty land- 
lubber has, therefore, the opportunity to 
make the old salts believe that he has 
been on a ship before and that he has a 
wholesome swaying and an aimless way of 
walking which is rather obligatory at sea, 
and most conspicuous arid praiseworthy on 
shore.

He 
finds that they are Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick men, save one old B.C. veteran 
who has jumped freights from Vancouver 
to Montreal in order to join the ship after 
a few months of discussable holidays in 
some Victoria civil resort.

ifc is a democratic "scrub the deck" for 
all; and the bo's'un will thoughtfully find 
every one a job if the scrubbing is finished 
before eight o'clock. Then comes break- 
fast, and work from nine till noon; then 
fish cakes again and bad coffee. Three 
o'clock: tea, thanks to the traditions of 
the .British merchant marine; then supper 
at five, one hour at the wheel, and one 
has honestly earned seventy-seven cents 
for his day's work besides his meals, board 
and transportation. One knows that this 
will last at least for a month and a half 
and decides that in these conditions 
(cigarettes arc at half price out of Can- 
adian waters, and rum is cheap in the 
Tropics) he will not jump the ship in 
Halifax. 

A few days go by, and the ship passes 
in sight of Bermuda, and nearly a week 
after docks in Puerto Rico, greeted by the 
sight of the palm trees of San Juan, the 
party in Santurce and one of the A.B.'s 
(able bodied seaman) running up the gang- 
way at three a.m. with the bleeding scratch 
of a knife between his shoulder blades. 
Then the French colonies, Martinique, and 
Guadeloupe with its new cement dock at 
Pointe a Pitre and people talking "créole", 
and the native women half-dressed, doing 
the work of longshoremen and barrels of 
Canadian cod into the Customs shed. At 
half a day's distance is Barbados, where 
the ship stops but a few hours, — time 
enough to allow some dark stevedore to 
sneak in the crew's quarters and get away 
with one's pipe and somebody else's can 
of Borden's concentrated milk. Trinidad 
comes next, but strikes are going on in. the 
central oil fields and riots hold business in 
Port of Spain, so the ship takes fuel under 
the protection of machine guns and sets 
on its way to the farthest Southern point 
of its trip: British Guiana. 

Georgetown, where the ship ties up, 
is at a short distance from the Carribean 
Sea, up the muddy Demerara river. It is 
a queer city with a queerer population; 
there are a few white people and some 
Portuguese who hold the biggest part of 
the trade, there arc some thousands of 
coloured people, West Indians, and others, 
who arc of Oriental descent. The stop is 
long enough to enable one to take a short 
spin out of town in the so-called jungle, 
and get mixed up in a sensible and worth- 
while fight in the most notorious dance hall 
of the waterfront. 

Then comes the return trip; a stop to 
see the penny divers in St. Vincent, a use- 
less call at the still disturbed Trinidad, and 
up to some little island; then the wireless 
call from Trinidad, and down the ship goes 
to get rid of a shipment of freight-cars, 
Dodges, and Plymouths, and the crew 
spends the week-end ashore. Three days 
after, the ship is back in Barbados and the 
boys hanging over the side paint the free 
board while the lucky man with the shore- 
leave enjoys numerous rum punches at the 
Aquatic Club, gets acquainted with some 
of the ship's fair passengers and takes part 
in a gathering of red and white blazers 
shouting for old McGill through the streets 
of Georgetown. 

The next morning, it's the hangover, 
and the revival of the routine of scraping, 
splicing and what-not for two weeks in a 
row. The Atlantic is nice below the New 
York latitude, but it has a bitter cold, 
foggy and windy weather North of the 
Gulf Stream. Eleven days after leaving 
Barbados, the ship is between the red 
banks of the Canso Cut; then makes an 
overnight stop in Charlottetown, completes 
its passing through the Northumberland 
Strait during the next afternoon, and 
arrives too late to answer the SOS calls 
of a sinking Danish lumber ship. Two 
days after, Father's Point is left to port, 
and on the next afternoon the ship stops 
at Quebec to unload some of its brown 
sugar and coconut cargo; and at last: good 
old Montreal. ; 

It is tough for the amateur sailor to 
get off a ship after six weeks of life in 
'the raw; there was something in an auto- 
graph about one's farewell to his ship- 
mates: 

Remember the time when I came aboard, 
An eager beggar willing to see the 
world, 

And not through a porthole as they say 
But out on deck under the spray. 

Yep, I got what I wanted, and I'm glad, 
Life as a deckhand is not so bad. 

I've scraped and painted as the bo's'un 
said, 

An' washed all over, from poop to 

fo'c's'l head, 
I've been Peggy without much effort 
An' I've forgotten my troubles when 

in port; 

I've had women in ev'ry harbour 
An' I've been drunk more'n ever 
before. • 

Now we're back, gee it goes quick, 
I've not even had time to be seasick! 

Moral: It is good fun to hit the gypsy 
trail and sec strange places and loose some 
two dozen pounds in the Tropical heat; 
but, brother, don't you feel rotten when 
you come back to find out that your girl 
friend is engaged (not to you, of course) 
and that you have three supps.

Dear Sir:— In your article on the 
work of the Canadian Medical Unit 
in Spain, its leader, Dr. Norman 
Bethune, is quoted as having said 
that "the struggle In Spain today is 
between the forces of progress, cul- 
ture, and democracy, as opposed to 
barbarsim." 

We are all full of admiration for 
Dr. Bethune's splendid work. His 
disinterested abnegation in the ser- 
vice of suffering humanity has 
deeply touched all and singular. 
But a number of people, and myself 
among them, must disagree with the 
views just quoted, and I therefore 
crave your indulgence, Sir, in order 
to make a few observations upon 
the Spanish quesUon. Given the 
notorious partiality of the Canadian 
Press, the following remarks from 
a Spaniard may prove of some 
interest. 

It is commonly believed in this 
country that the Government, hav- 
ing been duly elected by the Span- 
ish people, represent the majority 
of national opinion, and that the 
Rebellion is purely military in 
character. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

The Popular Front Government 
came to power through a coalition 
of such varied and opposed inter- 
ests that it never could have ruled 
the country efficiently. Its ultra- 
Socialism attracted the mem- 
bers of the extreme Left, who, 
although far from being in agree- 
ment among themselves, preferred 
anything to a government of the 
Right. Thus we And Socialists and 
Communists, Syndicalists, Anarcho- 
syndicalists and Anarchists, all in 
the same camp; men who believed 
in centralized government, others 
who believed in government 
through the trade unions, and 
others yet, who believed in no gov 
ernment at all, all grouped under 
the same standard. Yet, alone, they 
never could have won power; real- 
izing this, they obtained, through 
promises of autonomy, the support 
of the Basques and of Galicia. 

The Basque country and Galicia, 
two of the richest provinces in 
Spain, have always been Catholic 
and Rightist. However, they have 
always considered themselves han- 
dicapped by centralization, and 
have, since times immemorial, en- 
deavoured to obtain their autonomy. 
Now the Right, being conservative 
and centralist, has, always strenu- 
ously opposed these demands, as it 
considers the granting of autonomy 
as equivalent to the dismember- 
ment of Spain. Knowing these 
facts, the Leftists succeeded in per- 
suading the Basques and Galicians 
to vote for their ticket, under pro- 
mise of their respective autonomies. 
We thus find two sections of Span- 
iards, radically opposed in their 
ideology, united by this one bond. 

At the elections, the Popular 
Front coalition was victorious. In 
spite of this, the Right (C.E.D.A.) 
remained the largest single party in 
Spain. 

One of the first acts of the new 
Government was to depose the mod- 
erate President Alcala Zamora, and 
to place in his stead Azana, an 
eminent man, but a mere puppet in 
the hands of his undisciplined sup- 
porters. 

Then started in Spain an orgy of 
lootings and murders, the like of 
which had seldom been seen. In 
the short time before the Revolu- 
tion, 160 churches and convents 
were burnt down, newspapers of 
the Right were suppressed, or had 
their offices looted and their presses 
destroyed, and the murders of 
Rightists followed each other in 
quick succession, to .the utter indif- 
ference of the Government. I had 
the good fortune to be able to visit 
Spain at that time, and can vouch 
for the truth' of these statements. 
I witnessed unprovoked attacks on 
members of the Right, in such cen- 
tral . places as the Castellana in 
Madrid, to the complete indiffer- 
ence of -the authorities. They were 
perpetrated merely on suspicion 
that their object was a Rightist, 
and I never knew the police to 
arrive on the spot opportunely. 

This reign of terror, in which the 
property, lives, and opinions of 
Rightists were all at the mercy of 
their enemies, culminated in the 
murder of Calvo Sotelo by the po- 
lice (Guardia de Asalto). This was 
the spark needed to set ablaze fires 
which had long been smouldering, 
and which had been kindled by the 
Leftists themselves. 

Some have called the revolt a 
purely military movement and have 
immediately condemned it as such. 
Now, anyone with a knowledge of 
Spanish affairs knows that a mil- 
itary "pronunciamiento" ' has for 
many years been the recognized 
manner of bringing about a "coup 
4:eta£ijn Sp^in^Tjys. ; does not jj*. 



nify that the army hid no outside 
backing; it merely means that the 
usual expedient for assuring a 
speedy and bloodless change of 
power was used. Had not the ris- 
ing miscarried in part, there would 
have been no civil war. 

It is obvious to everyone that a 
movement backed by the largest 
party in Spain, by Andalusia, Ex- 
tremadura, Old Castile and Navarre, 
can hardly be called "of a purely 
military character." Moreover, it 
is plain that the insurgent cause 
has innumerable partisans in Ma- 
drid, Valencia, Cttaluna, etc.— wit- 
ness the reception accorded the 
victors in Bilbao and Santander, the 
"fifth columns" admitted by the 
Government to be operating within 
their own lines, and the unrest 
among a large bulk of the civilian 
population in the cities held by the 
Government. 

Moreover, I have already pointed 
out the fact that the Basques and 
Galicians are ideologically identi- 
fied with the rebels. It may be 
asked why they put up such a stiff 
resistance; the clue to this is that 
they were all out for their indepen- 
dence. The full Import of the rev- 
olutionary movement was withheld 
from them; they were told that it 
was merely the mutiny of a few 
regiments, that the Government had 
everywhere the upper hand, and 
that their fidelity to its cause would 
be rewarded with their autonomy. 
The extent and ideological signifi- 
cance of the struggle was néver 
made plain to them. Anyone who 
listened in to the Government's 
broadcasts will bear out my words. 

But when the Basques became 
aware of the actual nature of the 
struggle, they Immediately veered 
round. We find reports of mass 
meetings clamouring for the capi- 
tulation of Bilbao and of Santander, 
machine-gunned by the Govern- 
ment's own soldiers; of rebellion 
inside Bilbao, prior to its occupa- 
tion by Franco, and of enthusiastic 
welcomes to the victors (borne out 
by moving picture records). The 
Government's supporters point to 
the fact that since the outbreak of 
war, some 150,000 alleged partisans 
of the Reds have taken refuge in 
French and other, foreign territory, 
and hold this up as proof of their 
assertion that the people are against 
Franco. But a similar tale may be 
told for the other side, and in any 
case, what are 130,000 against the 
millions in rebel territory? 

Dr. Bethune and those who hold 
similar opinions, taint the rebels 
with barbarism. It is incredible 
that they should have thé face to 
voice such attacks, before the uni- 
versal knowledge of the blood- 
madness of the Leftists, which led 
them to murder 15,000 religious, 
and goodness only knows how 
many tens of thousands of civilians, 
The accounts published by news- 
papers far from impartial, like the 
London "Times," give one an idea 
of the terrible excesses of the 
Government's supporters. These 
people, who desecrated the tombs 
of Kings and of nuns, who destroy- 
ed priceless jewels of Spanish art, 
and performed the most incredible 
and futile crimes, are held up as 
representative of "the forces of 
progress and culture." 

Further, this' assertion is hardly 
borne out by the ruthless and pur- 
poseless destruction, on the part of 
the Reds, of traditional monuments 
of Spanish culture. The Republican 
"savants" who, like Don Salvador 
de Madariaga, and Don Ramon 
Perez de Ayala, declared themselves 
on the side of the Government, 
have now left Spain, in fear for 
their own lives at the hands of 
the extremists. It is sufficient to 
mention that the greatest of all 
Spanish humanist, Don. Miguel de 
Unamuno, was an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of Franco, to jefute this 
tendencious argument. It will, be 
remembered that Unamuno died at 
his post, collaborating with the 
Nationalist Government. 

I will not attempt to deny or 
to explain the fact that the Rebels 
killed 2,000 men on arrival at 
Badajoz, and that throughout the 
war, they have carried out frequent 
executions. Io dot not hold that 
these are excusable, even as re- 
prisals, but I do claim that they 
are as nothing compared with the 
excesses of the Reds. Moreover, 
they have usually been executions 
of trade unionists, responsible for 
the murder of Right supporters, and 
of members of "Tribunals of the 
People" which sentenced hundreds 
of civilians, 

In this connection, it is of in- 
terest to note that, whereas in 
Rebel territory everything is at 
peace, communications are uninter- 
rupted and perfectly organized, and 
business is carried on as in normal 
times, the territory of the Govern- 
ment it in disorder, continual dis- 
putes take place between the 
various trade unions and parties, 
Largo Caballero attacks Negrin, and 
business is at a standstill. A better 
argument could not be produced in 
favour of any cause. 

The belief is rife among people in 
this country, that the Rebels are 
fighting to bring about a return to 
the old state of things: subjection 
and ignorance of the lower classes. 
Now, in the social sphere, the 
Rebels are just as revolutionary as 
other party. in^SpaLi; .they dif-[ 



fer only in that they incline towards 
the Right, whereas their opponents 
are partisans of a Bolshevik Gov- 
ernment. The rebels are just as 
anxious to improve the lot of the 
people, to build hospitals and 
schools, as anybody else. But they 
will not countenance the supplanta- 
tion by foreign importations, of the 
old customs, traditions and beliefs 
of the Spanish people. 

It may be of interest to add that 
in South America, a region largely 
identical racially, and yet econom- 
ically severed from Spain, opinion 
overwhelmingly favours the rebel 
cause. 

Dr. Bethune and other friends of 
the Government claim that the Reds 
are fighting for the cause of democ- 
racy. This is pure fiction; every- 
one with a knowledge of this ques- 
tion admits that no matter who wins 
a dictatorship will be inevitable. 

Let us now consider the matter of 
foreign intervention, which has ex- 
ercised the minds of European poli- 
ticians so much of late (Proportion- 
ally, we may say, to the interests 
of their various countries in Spain). 
It would perhaps be useful to de- 
termine first of all how it origi- 
nated. 



Several months before the war 
began, a party of Spanish extrem» 
ists returned to Spain after under- 
going instruction in revolutionary 
methods in Russia. This was not an 
isolated example of Bolshevik in«

scientific work, namely, that nothing 
is good enough and should there- 
fore be improved upon. Armed 
with his industrial training and ex- 
perience an engineer should be 
especially competent in dealing with 
public works and social legislation. 
The latter was strongly recommend- 
ed by the speaker in order to im- 
prove directly the lot of the work- 
ing man, and indirectly that of the 
entire population. 

PLANNED CONTROL. 

1 In order to emerge from the pre- 
sent economic depression, and to 
help prevent its recurrence, the ad- 
vocated planned control of indus- 
trial production administered by 
competent engineers through gov- 
ernment channels. This must not 
be confused, with totalitarianism, 
.which, according to the speaker, 
.would revert modern civilization to 
a state of feudalism. He went on to 
state 1 that whereas democracy in its 
present state is by no means per 
iect, it is a relatively new political 
philosophy from an historical point 
of view, it offers opportunities for 
progress which are stifled under a 
totalitarian government. The latter 
state of affairs is especially undesir 
able to most classes and professions 
. since personal liberty is entirely 
stifled. 

In summing up, Mr. Boyd pointed 
out that to prevent the machines 
which he has created from becom- 
ing a burden, an engineer must as : 
sume his duty as a citizen, partici- 
pate in the government of the coun- 
try, and thus ensure that his tech'- 
- nological achievements will play a 
social and a material role in modern 
society.

GRAPHS REVEAL 
POSTURE FAULTS 

University Practice for Last 
15 Years Determines Cor 
rective Needs 



Silhouetto graphs, not true photo- 
graphs, taken of co-eds wearing 
tank suits, have been used in check- 
ing postural defects of all incoming 
students at the University of Wis- 
consin for 15 years, reports Dr. 
Helen Denniston, orthopedic physi- 
cian on The staff of the women's 
physical education department. 

Done in conjunction with the 
medical examination given each 
student, these silhouette pictures are 
used in place of x-rays which are 
costly and unnecessary except in 
very bad cases of defective posture. 
The pictures are identified by num- 
ber only and the names tallying 
with each number are filed In a 
box in the director's office, and 
never released. 



FRESHMEN IMPROVE POSTURE, 

Each woman has an opportunity 
to see her. own silhouette and thus 
improve her standing position. The 
majority of freshman women are 
able to correct their posture from, 
a D to a C or B, according to 
Dr. Denniston. 

Silhouette photographs of, this 
sort have been taken in side and 
back view for many years at Wis- 
consin and at other large colleges 
and universities throughout the 
country. The system has been used 
ever since the development of the 
"sllhouettograph camera," which 
transfers the image directly on the 
printing paper. Actually, Dr. Den- 
niston. points out, the picture is a 
negative. 

X-RAY BAD CASES. 

During the examination Dr. Den- 
nistpn is present and', singles out all 
students with extremely bad cases 
of defective posture for personal 
handling. These 'students are sent 
to the university clinic for x-rays 
to reveal bone and structural de- 
fects, and given special correctional 
classes under Dr. Denniston and 
her assistant, Miss Helen Grimm, 
physiotherapist formerly at the 
Convalescent hospital in Farming- 
ton, Mich., near Detroit 

During the first year, two more 
pictures are taken, one in January, 
one in May, for purposes of com- 
parison. Co-eds can thus see 
whether college life is too hard 
on them or whether through cor- 
rectives and scheduled physical 
activity, they have acquired a better 
posture.

tcrference; the trade unions were 
financed, and revolution preached 
by Moscow. "The Asturian rising 
was but a foretaste of what would 
have happened had not the Right- 
ists taken the lead" — this from the 
lips of a British executive in the 
Rio Tinto Mines (statement pub- 
lished in the London "Times.") 

Franco has been blamed for 
bringing the Moors to Spain. His 
reason was that they were the 
troops most attached to him; his ex- 
cuse is that in doing so he merely 
followed the example set by Ler- 
roux's Socialist Government. 

It is fairly certain that Franco 
obtained Italian and "German help 
from the very beginning. His rea- 
sons for seeking it were natural and 
obvious. His opponents received 
help from Russia, France, German 
Jews, German and Italian anti-Fas 
cists, and Socialist and Communist 
governments and associations 
throughout the world. Moreover, 
they had command of all the gold 
reserves and treasures of Spain. 
Thus cornered, Franco could not but 
appeal to his natural 'allies, Italy 
and Germany. 

I have endeavoured to shed some 
light on the Spanish question from 
the Nationalist point of view, and 
have done so at such length in the 
hope that this letter may do some- 
thing to assist students in the for- 
mation of an impartial opinion. 
However, I do .not claim to be an 
adequate advocate of the Rebel case, 
and consequently, the numerous er- 
rors which your readers will prob- 
ably detect must not necessarily 
constitute in their minds, indict- 
ments of the Nationalist cause.
